statement: “Go back and tell 


them that Russia lives. Let them 
come back to us as friends and we 
will receive them as friends; but 
if they come with arms they will 
perish by arms”. 

In addition to ‘‘Alexander Nev- 
sky” there will be a film by Mar- 
garet Bourke-White, internation- 
ally known photographer, showing 
views of the Caucasus and also 
of the great Dnieper Dam.

For Use Next Fall 


Save your supply of automo- 
bile anti-freeze instead of throw- 
ing it away. Indications are that 
little if any anti-freeze will he 
available for civilian use next 
winter, says Ellsworth W. Bell, 
extension economist at Massachu- 
setts State College. 

It is anticipated that when the 
demand for anti-freeze solutions 
occurs next fall, supplies may be 
unobtainable or subject to strict- 
est rationing. Military needs for 
alcohol are increasing daily, points 
out Bell. He suggests that car 
owners drain their radiators after 
the danger of freezing is over and 
before the weather becomes warm 
enough to lose the anti-freeze by 
boiling off. 

Place the drained anti-freeze 
into clean containers, either metal 


or glass, and make sure that they || 


are stoppered to prevent evapora- 
tion. Since these solutions are 
inflammable, they sheuld be 
stored in a cool, well ventilated 
place away from open flames and 
direct sunlight. Mark the con- 
tainers so that you will know what 
type of anti-freeze to add to the
